McAdoo’s 
administration of the lines. 
He ex­ 
plained that the action already taken 
was ’’necessary to secure the complete 
mobilization of the whole resources of 
America by as rapid and effective a 
means as can be found.” 
’’Private interests must for the pres­ 
ent give way to public necessity,” he 
said. 
The President asked: 
Necessary means for protecting the 
interests of the railroad stockholders. 
Measures to protect travelers and 
safeguard private shippers. 
Compensation for railroads, 
based 
on the average net railway operating 
income of the three years ending June 
30, 1917. 
President 
Wilson’s 
address 
was 
a plain business message, obviously to 
quiet any business unrest which might 
result from the sweeping action of the 
Government. 
Immediately 
after the 
President had concluded, Representa­ 
tive Sims, chairman of the House In­ 
terstate Commerce committee, 
intro­ 
duced a bill carrying out the Presi­ 
dents recommendations.

To Stabilize Labor, Aim 
‘‘Stabilization of the labor situation 
is my aim,” said King. “Testimony of 
government officials is that one de­ 
partment had been bidding against an­ 
other for labor, while all government 
departments have faced keen competi­ 
tion by private employers.

TEARS SAYS 


Increased Speed Necessary In 
Transportation and Move­ 
ment of Troops 


W ASHINGTON, Jan.

United States and the allies, in 1918, 
can lay a firm foundation for victory. 
But they hold out no hope— so far as 
the m ilitary situation now ap pea ra­ 
th at the war will actually end in less 
than two years. 
Political or psychological elements 
may bring a quicker 
collapse, 
they 
say, bot experts declare the nations at 
war must proceed with a two or three- 
year tight in mind and lay their plans 
for even a longer struggle to be on 
the safe side. 
While some of the mission’s impres­ 
sions were gathered under pessimistic 
circumstances, the general 
tone 
of 
their deductions as to the future is 
hopeful. 
They believe that too much 
emithasis cannot be laid on the need 
of unity of action and purpose and, 
above all, on speed. 
Increase Speed 
To this end, much thought is being 
given to ways and means for increas­ 
ing American 
fighting 
contingents. 
All this depends on ships. 
One of the first plans considered wzfc 
to stow some troops on every ship— 
♦ramp, tanker, or what not, crossing 
the war zone. 
While 
the 
addition 
would not be enormous—perhaps 4000 
a month, it would help some, authori­ 
ties say. 
The War Department, how­ 
ever, does not favor the plan. 
Now 
there la talk of getting additional al­ 
lied shipping through pooling arrange­ 
ments, though it is doubtful that such 
help can come from this source until 
U-boat losses decrease and ship pro­ 
duction increases. 
Training Going Well 
Secretary Baker said today training 
of troops to proceeding as speedily as 
possible. 
And, he pointed out, this 
speeding up process has been strength­ 


ened by appointment of General Morri­ 
son as military training director and 
by giving all division commanders an 
opportunity to see foreign training and 
fighting for themselves. 
Whether or not 
the 
number 
of 
months' training on thte side can be 
reductd materially will deiiend wholly 
on the ship situation. Other visible 
aspects of the gearing up process are:

Creation of a war council, which 
Baker declares is the very top of the 
War Department.

Appointment of new chiefs to 
handle the administration of vital war 
in the coast artillery, ordnance 
and 
quarterm aster branches. 
3. 
Reorganization of the ordnance 
bureau to strengthen its administra­ 
tive power, kesen red tape and delays 
4. A process of change within the 
quarterm aster branch, now 
proceed­ 
ing, whereby General Goethals, as ad­ 
ministrator, will have men of power 
and ability under him. 
New Secretary Proposed 
Meantime Senator Chamberlain pro­ 
poses passage of a bill creating a sec­ 
retaryship of munitions. 
The admin­ 
istration sees no need for t-xieh a post 
now and feels that its present re­ 
organization will meet the needs of a 
red-tapeless unity, and speed. 
Other vital organization plans are 
In the making in the legislation now 
being considered by the war council. 
The congressional* probe, plus the 
House m illion recommendations, have 
gone far toward putting a punch and 
a p u rin e into wai* work. 
Less lag­ 
ging is In prospect, authorities agree. 
This is well, they add, for 1918 is 
destined to see some of the bloodiest 
fighting of the whole struggle. Presi­ 
dent Wilson, a»i well as military men, 
say the vital decisions appear likely 
to come in that period, although prob­ 
ably the knockout cannot be delivered 
until later.
